T is preſumed that Statutes of Bankruptcy were originally 

1 intended by the Legiſlature, for the Benefit of the Creditor 

as well as for the Relief of the Debtor, who was conſidered 

to be thereby reſtored to Liberty and the Rights of Society, upon 

his conforming himſelf to what the Law required to be per- 

formed by a Man under ſuch Circumſtances, vis. to ſurrender 
his ALL upon Oath, for the Benefit of his Creditors, under Pain 

of Death, if that Oath be falſified. 1

That all Bankrupts, <pho had undergone their laſt Exami-= 
nation before the Comm Noners appointed for that Pur- 
boſe, before a Day to be limited, and who have in all 
other reſpects complied with the Statutes concerning 
Bankrupts, ſhall have the ſame Privilege and Liberty, 
with reſpeci to their Perſons, as they would be intitled 

to in caſe four-fifths of their Creditors (as the Law di- 
refts) had figned their Certificates. | 
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
